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STATEMENT OF THE SUBSTANCE OF THE INTERVIEW 

Responsive to the telephone interviews dated February 7, 2005, and 
February 14, 2005, Applicant remarks as follows: 



Telephone interviews were conducted between the undersigned and 
Examiner Lastra on February 7 th and 14 th , according to the record of the 
undersigned. It was the Examiner's initial stated position that he would 
reject the application as claimed based on Shkedy and Early Payment, and 
on further consideration, based on Storey. 

The Examiner suggested that if the claims were more directed to the 
more detailed method, it may overcome the art. Based on the interview and 
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REMARKS 



the Applicant's understanding of the Examiner's position, the Applicant 
amended the claims to include additional limitations. 

The Applicant submits that the claims as amended overcome the art 
and satisfy the Examiner's concerns, and place the application in a position 
for allowance. 

Applicant therefore submits Claims 1-6 and 8 are in a position to 
proceed to allowance.
